Vatican City —{Radio, NC)— In 
an Easter message broadcast before

His Holiness Pope Pius XII cailed 
international agreements to 
atomic, bioclegical and 
chemical warfare. At the same 
time, he urged “the learned ones, 
of the world” to “turn the wonder- | 
ful discovery of the profound 
forces of matter exclusively to pur- 
poses of peace.” 

An estimated 200,000 persons, 
most of them Easter pilgrims, 
braved the chill air of a gray East- 
er Day to hear the Holy Father de-| 
liver a ten-minute talk that was his 
first major eddress since he be- | 
came ill late in January. It came’ 
on the eve of United Nations Dis 
armament Commission meetings in 
New York which seek to clear the 
decks for consideration of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's international 
atomic pool proposal

overlooking the square to greet 
and impart his biessing to the 
crowd.

What Macaulay writes would be correct 
even if the Catholic Church were a purely 
human institution, because it is by far the 
oldest and the most universal of all Chris- 
tian bodies, It is the parent Christian re- 
ligion, persecuted bitterly by the mighty 
power of the great Roman Empire for three 
hundred years, and a victor in that long 
struggle.

Dear Readers... 


N some countries Low Sunday is selected 
for the First Communion of children 
and, when possible, for the administration 
of the Sacrament of Confirmation. The 
reason it was chosen for First Communion 
is that in the Primitive Church the Bap- 
tism otf Catechumens took place on Holy 
Saturday, and they were dressed in white 
for a period of eight days, representing 
the thorough washing and cleansing of the 
soul through the Sacrament of Baptism. 

On the eighth day, or the Sunday after 
Easter, which in the Liturgy is called “The 
Sunday in White,” they were divested of 
their white garments following the recep- 
tion of their First Holy Communion. 

Confirmation is an important Sacrament, 
although it is not necessary for salvation, 
and that has led to a sort of indifference 
towards its reception. 

The Italian and Mexican people make 
much of Confirmation, and it is very easy 
to keep the Mexican children, for instance, 
under instruction until the time of Con- 
firmation, even when it is administered to 
the child about the time he finishes the 
grade school. The sponsor of the one con- 
firmed contracts a spiritual relationship 
with the child, and it seems that they like 
it very much,

Confirmation is intended, as it were, to 
put the finishing touches to Baptism, which 
the average child receives when he knows

But these barbarians remained in the coun- 
tries which they ravished. There was no 
other institution capable of civilizing them 
than the Mother Church instituted by 
Christ and propagated by the Apostles and 
their successors. 


Gladstone, the great scholar and Prime 
Minister of England, speaking of this vic- 
tory, observed: 


She has marched for fifteen hundred 
years (since the days of Constantine)*at 
the head of civilization, and has har- 
nessed to her chariot as the horses of 
a triumphal car, the chief intellectual 
and material forces of the world: her 
art, the art of the world; her genius, the 
genius of the world; her greatness, glory, 
grandeur and majesty, have been almost, 
though not absolutely all that in these 
respects the world has had to boast of. 
By the year 1000 every emperor, king, 
queen, prince, the citizens of all the nations 
of Europe were Catholic and many of them 
were saints. Every monastery had mem- 
bers employed in the copying of the Scrip- 
tures by hand and translating them into the 
new languages, making it possible, when 
the first printing press was invented, to pro- 
duce and scatter all over Europe in mod- 
ern languages, not only the Bible, but also 


the classics which are still used in our high 
schools, colleges and universities. 


The Apostolic Church 
The world seems not to be acquainted 


with this service of the Catholic Church to} 


all mankind and, therefore, does not appre- 
ciate the debt which all present day Chris- 
tians owe to the religion of all their ances- 
tors. 
Having these things in mind, you will 
better understand what Macaulay further 
said about the Apostolicity of the Catholic 
Church: 

No other institution is left standing 

which carries the mind back to the times 

when the smoke of sacrifice rose from 

the Pantheon, and when camelopards 

and tigers bounded in the Flavian am- 

phitheatre. The proudest royal houses 

are but of yesterday when compared 

with the line of Supreme Pontiffs. That 

line we trace back in an unbroken ser- 

ies from the Pope who crowned Napo- 

leon in the nineteenth century, to the 

Pope who crowned Pepin in the eighth; 

and far beyond the time of Pepin the 

august dynasty extends till it is lost in 

the twilight of fable.

world of what He taught them. The names 
of these men are: 
Peter (Simon), Andrew, Matthew, Jude 
Thaddeus, James Major, Philip, Thom- 
as, Simon Zelotes, John, Bartholomew, 
James Minor, Judas. 


Two days after Judas betrayed His Mas- 
ter, which was followed by his self-destruc- 
tion, Christ said to the eleven corporately, 
which included each individual: “As the 
Father has sent Me, I also send you” (John 
22:21). The same divine commission went 
out to the successors of each, because His 
Church was to endure until the end of the 


world. 


It was to these same men both corporate- 
ly and individually, but to no. others, that 
Christ imparted another extraordinary com- 
mission, which constituted the Christian 
Church’s Charter: 

All power in heaven and on earth has 
been given to Me. Go, therefore, and 
make disciples of all nations, baptizin 
them in the name of the Father, and af 
the Son, and of the Holy Spirit, teach- 
ing them to observe all that I have com- 
manded you ‘(Matthew 28:18-20). 


Promise Faithfully Kept 


That Christ was speaking to them cor- 
porately and to those who would succeed 
them is clear from the words, which He im- 
mediately added, and which contain a pro-- 
mise that has been faithfully kept, as one 
would naturally expect a divine promise to 
be kept: “And behold I am with you all 
days even unto the consummation of the 
world” (Ibid. 20). 

Modern sectarian clergymen apply those 
last words to themselves and even to the 
laity, who, divided among many Christian 
bodies, have absolutely no connection with 
the legitimate line of succession. 

Christ could not have been with the 


; ‘apostles individually until the end of the 


world, because He had no intention of pre- 
serving them from the fate of all—death. It 
is evident, therefore, that the divinely ap- 
pointed teaching corporate body would en- 
dure through the centuries through succes- 
sors of the Apostles. 


Shortly after Christ’s return to Heaven, 
the eleven met to select a successor to 
Judas, as described in the first chapter of 
the Acts of the Apostles. Peter presided at 
that meeting, and reminded his fellow 
Apostles that they must make their choice 
from among men who had been “in our 
company all the time that the Lord Jesus 
moved among us, from John’s Baptism until 
the day He was taken up from us. Of 
these one must become a witness with us 
of His resurrection” (Acts 1:25-36), After 
earnest prayer, according to Luke, Mathias 
was selected and “he was numbered with 
the eleven Apostles.” No other group could 
have selected a successor to Judas; and 
none but the legitimate successors of these 
Apostles could select any in the future.

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Truth Can’t Be Killed 

Divinely revealed religion, whether in 
the Old or New Law, must be true. 

What divinely commissioned teachers 
and divinely inspired writers, whether in 
the Old or New Dispensation, speak and 
write, must be the truth. Each of them 
could say with St. Paul: “I have received 
from ‘the Lord that which I also deliver 
unto you.” 

Divinely appointed tribunals, whether 
the Sanhedrin in the Old, or the teaching 
bedy constituted by Christ in the New 
Law, must render right decisions on mat- 
ters of faith and morals. Of the Sanhedrin 
Christ said: “The Scribes and Pharisees 
sit on the chair of Moses, therefore, what- 
soever they say to you, do ye. To His 
Apostles. Christ declared: “Whatsoever you 
shall bind on earth shall be bound also 
in Heaven.” He promised to be with their 
successors, as a corporate body, “all days 
even unto the consummation of the world.” 
Those who would hear the Bishops would 
hear Him, because “the Holy Ghost has 
appointed you Bishops to rule the Church 
of God.” “The gates of hell will never 
prevail against the Church” because it was 
established to be “the pillar and founda- 
tion of truth.” Hence St. Leo the Great 
well said: “Divine is the doctrine which 
we believe; divine is the authority which 
we follow.” 


Truth Brings Liberty 


Truth must direct the mind, the con- 
science, the will. Without truth there can 
be no genuine liberty. What, do you ask, 
has truth to do with liberty? It is its 
foundation, its only protection. “You shall 
know the truth,” says Christ, “and the truth 
shall make you free.” Not only is the indi- 
vidual mind not free when it is the slave 
of error, but the group mind, the national 
mind, the international mind, becomes 
shackled, when error — religious, moral, or 
social — is forced on it. 

The author of “Paul of Tarsus” writes: 
The enthronement of man and the wor- 
ship of man go together and enslave 
men, while the enthronement of God 
a the worship of Cod make men 


Today the universal clamor is for liberty, 


’ | civil or religious, or both. Nations enslaved 
by Russia plead for religious liberty, but | 


those with whom they plead, regarding re- 
ligion as something purely sentimental, pro- 
pose that they should be satisfied with po- 
litical autonomy whether in their old home- 
land or in one partly carved out of a van- 
quished nation. 

Poland, Hungary, Czechoslovakia and 
other countries long for civil liberty, but 
they will never find it in its genuine form, 
separate from the Church. St. Paul writes 
(2 Cor. Ill, 7) “Where the spirit of the 
Lord is, there is liberty” and that Spirit is

(Rom. I, 21) apply, “Holding back the 
truth of God they became vain in their 
reasonings, and their senseless minds have 
been darkened.” 


This Is Christ’s World 


This is Christ's world by creation, for 
Holy Scripture tells us that “by Him all 
things were made.” It is Christ's world by 
a gift of the Heavenly Father, for the 
Psalmist declares that “all nations would be 
given to Him as an inheritance.” It is 
Christ's world by Redemption, for He pur- 
chased it with an infinite price. But the 
world has, in our times, been steadily with- 
drawing its allegiance from Him, to its 
own confusion, to the loss of the truth, of 
moral standards, of liberty, of Christian 
civilization itself. Its salvation depends on 
its reacceptance of Christ, not as Renan’s 
perfect man, not as the teacher of the 
Golden Rule, but as the Image and Splen- 
dor of the Father, “the Son of the living 
God,” “Christ the Lord.” 

“God,” says St. Paul, “Who at sundry 
times and in diverse manner spoke in times 
past to the fathers by the prophets, last 
of all hath spoken to us by His Son, Whom 
He had appointed heir of all things” (Heb. 
I, 1-2). 


“In the recognition of the royal prero- 
gatives of Christ,” wrote Pope Pius XII, 
in his Encyclical Darkness Over the Earth, 
“and in the return of individuals and of 
society to the law of His truth and of His 
love lies the only way to salvation.”

nothing about it, not only before the aze 


of reason but usually as an infant. Con- 
firmation is intended to strengthen the 
faith received in Baptism, and, like Bap- 
tism, stamps the soul indelibly as belong- 
ing to God. It is regarded as an enrollment 
in the army of Christ and, therefore, it 
must evidently convey the graces necessary 
tto enable the soldier to fight for Christ, 
and especially that he be a lay apostle. 


We certainly wish that not only Catho- 
lic parents, but every child receiving Con- 
firmation would realize what it is intended 
for. Every Catholic child, even at the age 
of eight or nine, can be a little apostle by 
example. That is the time to cultivate zeal 
in the child who, even up to that time, 
had been a “child of God,” and, therefore, 
was expected to live as a child of God. 
From a child of God he is advanced to 
the rank of “soldier of Christ” when he
